REVOLUTIONISTS?

the?r afri : ^ u^"' '"'"'^ P"^"* university and five others together with 

the.r affxhated colleges. The strike was provoked by Premier Duplessis refusing 
to grant an interview to the universities' student representatives who wished to 
aiscuss the educational situation in Quebec. 

While awaiting the arrival of the McGill representative, the chairman. Eric 
Samuels conducted a discussion from the floor and vaguely outlined Mac's position 
in the action After approximately one and a half hours of discussion only 67 people 
were satisfied that they were sufficiently informed o the situation that they could 
cast a vote m the matter. The majority of the meeting, 103. decided to await the 
arrival of the McGill Students' Council Vice-President. 

Upon his arrival he outlined the reasons for the strike and exactly informed 
us of the part it was to play in the situation. 

The reason for the strike was not the Premier's refusal to accept Federal 
grants as was the popular opinion, but rather called due to Mr. Duplessis' refusal 
to discuss the content of the brief outlining the problems of Quebec education. He 
lurther informed us that retaliations would not be enforced by the professors or 
administration. 

After the Vice-President's concise reports on the affair the meeting was 
sufficiently convinced of the government's injustice towards Quebec educational 
institutions that they voted all but one in favour of a strike action. 

Eric Samuels then had a motion prepared which we quote: 

"Resolved that all students on the Macdonald College Campus refrain from 
attending lectures on Thursday. March 6, 1958 in the support of the decision taken 
by SIX major universities in the Province of Quebec as a protest against the stand 
taken by Premier Duplessis with respect to the brief submitted to him by the 
universities concerning the status of education in Quebec." 

He furthermore suggested that a popularity poll be taken on Monday the 
results of which showed that the majority of the students of the college were in 
favour of a strike.

If we examine ourselves honestly we may see that greed 
and envy have dominated our lives from the moment we began to formulate our ideal 
Our characters are moulded around those of our parents and so the savage instincts 
of old have been handed down from parent to offspring. We live then in a world whei 
greed and envy are rife; but they are submerged beneath our superficial goodwill. 

Sometimes our superficialities dissolve under strain; strains of temptatioi 
hunger, isolation and pain. It is then that the instability of our human nature is 
exhibited in a terrifying form. We see the characters of our companions rot; the 
fangs of greed and envy sting our friendships and corrupt our reason. Here the 
fierce primitive instincts are displayed with all the nonchalance of savage rites. 
Just as Siegmund Freud found a sexual motive for every day activities, I believe 
that the motive is greed and envy. Our whole society is dominated by these basic- 
ally savage instincts and we are the "dressed-up Savages" of modern civilization.

The impressive portals into the Main Library have a significance far deeper 
than a memory of those who died in the last war in defence of t^^^i^"^*?' 
are also a remembrance of the generosity and appreciation which the students 



1945 was also the year of the building of the Sir Arthur Currie Memorial gymn - 
slum on the McGill campus. All those in any way affiliated with McGill were 
invited to contribute but Macdonald College students felt that a permanent memo 
should also be set up on this campus . 

The college decided that an expensive "physical" memorial should not be erectec 
but rather the present marble library entrance and a Second Book of Remembr 
The remainder of the money so generously contributed was set aside to bring o 
staff and students some prominent speaker on a topic "which would inspire every 
to do his part in the maintenance of freedom, tolerance, and the improvemen o^^ 
human relationships everywhere". This memorial was decided upon as the 
decided that it was the duty of such a monument to continually impress future ge 
tions . 

The first War Memorial Address was given in February 1947 and since 
eleven speakers have reminded the students of this college of their duties an 
gations in the preservation of peace and good will. Among these eminent peop 
have been Hon. Vincent Massey, Rt. Hon. Louis St. Laurent and Mrs. Eleanor 
Roosevelt .

On Wednesday Night a short meeting was held in the Men's Gym to decide what 
action would be taken concerning the protest strike on Thursday, March 6, 1958.
